When 
the Eagle was started it had no | 
idea of living till the change j 
came but it knew and told its{ 
readers great days were justj 
ahead. It advised its boy and j 
girl readers to get ready for its 
advent. Some few caught the 
spirit and waded into the strug- 
gle and are now popular and 
progressive citizens. But the 
greater day is yet to come.

McRoberts Is the Scene of An 
Unfortunate Tragedy 
Today

The girl was brought to Whitesburg for an examining trial 
while the body of the slain man was prepared for burial. 

The young lady is a popular Junior in McRoberts High School 
and well known to many of our people. The dead man was em- 
ployed as a miner by The Consolidation Coal Co. at McRoberts and 
it is said was possessed of a violent temper. 

The family came here from Tennesse two years ago. Besides 
the father and daughter the family consists of a mother and six 
boys.
